DEATH  CLAIMS 


In  the  death  of  Jarvis  Lamson  of 
West  Newton,  Dummer  has  sustained 
a  great  loss.  Mr.  Lamson  was  an  en 
thusiastic  alumnus  of  the  school,  pres- 
ident of  the  Sons  of  Dummer,  and  for 
more  than  20  years  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  With  his  class- 
mate Orrin  Hubbard  he  attended 
Dummer  in  the  days  of  Master  Hen. 
shaw.  The  friendship  between  the 
two  was  life-long,  leading  in  the 
early  stages  to  the  founding  of  the 
firm  of  Lamson  &  Hubbard,  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  in  hats  and 
furs.  Mr.  Lamson's  son,  Jarvis,  Jr., 
is  also  a  graduate  of  this  school  in  the 
class  of  1907.  Besides  his  son,  Mr. 
Lamson  is  survived  by  a  wife  and  two 
daughters.  His  genial  disposition  and 
charming  personality  made  him  a  host 
of  friends  who  feel  his  death  as  a  deep 
personal  loss. 


DEATH  OF  EDWARD 

WENTWORTH 


Edward  Wentworth.  a  young  busi- 
ness man  of  Haverhill,  was  killed  by 
a  passing  automobile  on  the  evening 
of  April  6th  while  walking  with  com- 
panions on  one  of  the  streets  of  his 
hime  city.  Wentworth  was  a  student 
here  at  Dummer  in  1918  and  is  re- 
membered as  a  quiet,  likeable  young 
man.  It  is  hard  for  those  who  knew 
him  here  to  realize  that  his  life  has 
been  cut  off  in  this  shocking  and  un- 
timely way.  He  was  24  years  old 
and  was  in  business  with  his  father.

PRACTISE  DELAYED    INTERESTED  MINUS 


Another  one  of  the  old  Dummer 
boys,  who  reached  prominence  after 
a  course  at  the  South  Byfield  insti- 
tution, recently  died.  Rear  Admiral 
George  E.  Burd,  who  came  to  the 
school  from  Wenham  in  1868,  passed 
away,  February  18,  at  his  horre,  4 
Pierrepont  street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish 
American   and   World   Wars. 

Rear  Admiral  Burd,  who  retired 
from  active  duty  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  two  years  ago,  was  perhaps 
best  known  for  his  work  at  the  New 
York  Navy  Yard  hi  reconditioning 
the  723  ships  assigned  to  the  third 
naval  district,  including  all  trans- 
ports based  on  New  York.  Through 
his  methods  of  utilizing  electric  weld- 
ing instead  of  obtaining  and  substi- 
tuting new  parts,  a  method  which  haH 
the  strong  endor«emn»i*  ^f  his  friend, 
Thomas  A.  Edison,  inventor,  he  was 
able  to  accomplish  in  six  months  a 
program  which  had  been  expected  to 
cover  at  least  two  years,  and  to  get 
the  vessels  ready  to  transport  Ameri- 
can troops  overseas  when  they  were 
needed.  This  had  much  to  do  with 
the  United  States  and  Allies  winning 
the  World  War. 

From  1880,  when  he  was  promoted 
to  assistant  engineer,  until  1916,  when 
promotion  to  a  rear  admiralship  came, 
he  passed  through  the  various  grades 
of  the  service.  As  a  young  man  he 
served  on  the  United  States  Ship 
Badger  as  chief  engineer  during  the 
Spanish  American  war,  and  later  as 
an  engineer  officer  at  sea,  mostly  in 
the  Far  East.  He  also  served  at  the 
navy  yards  in  San  Francisco,  Bremer- 
ton and  for  several  years  was  station- 
ed at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard. 

The  naval  veteran  was  the  first  of- 
ficer to  be  detailed  under  Secretary 
Daniels'  industrial  manager  system, 
and  from  1914  he  was  in  charge  of 
industrial  activities,  construction 
work  and  engineering  at  the  New 
York  Navy  Yard.  During  that  time 
he  planned  all  the  repairs  to  the  in- 
terned German  liners,  damaged  by 
their  crews  before  seizure  by  the 
American  national  government. 

Rear  Admiral  Burd  was  in  his  67th 
year.  He  was  born  in  Belfast,  Me., 
April  27,  1857  and  entered  the  Naval 
Academy  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  from  Sa- 
lem. He  specialized  in  engineering 
and  naval  construction,  was  graduat- 
ed with  honors  and  during  his  long 
service  in  the  Navy  was  regarded  by

terial  had   a    lean    season  I    would 
advocate     having       a        considerably 
shorter   schedule   however     for     with 
three  sports     the   list     was   far     too 
heavy.     Some  of  the  youngsters  took 
part  in   at  least  two  of  these  and   it 
took  much  of  their  time  and  energy. 
It's    true    that    the    air    in    the    small 
gymnasium  is  bad  but  that  can  hardly 
be  said  of  the  well  ventilated  one  at 
Dummer  with  a  floor  70  feet  or  more 
long  and  wide  in  proportion.

If    we   had     the      athletic 
field  to  go  with  it  (and  I  understand 
that  through  the  cooperation  of  one  of 
the  graduates  we  will  have  it  event- 
ually) the  academy  would  have  splend 
id  facilities  for  all  sports.     Tht~e  are 
already    places    for    tennis    ana    golf 
available.     Not  less  sports  but  more- 
athletic   exercise  for  every  boy. 

Every  effort  should  also  be  made 
to  complete  Perkins  Hall.  Its  com- 
pletion will  allow  15  or  so  more  boys 
to  be  accomodated.  With  an  increas- 
ed enrollment  there  will  be  more  ma- 
terial for  the  different  teams  and  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  football,  basketball, 
track,  baseball,  golf  and  tennis  can 
be  swung  with  fewer  handicaps.

One  day  last  year  I  was  handed 
some  change  and  among  the  coins  I 
found  an  1850  dime.  The  finding  of 
this  coin  was  the  beginning  of  my 
present  hobby  of  coin  collecting,  as  I 
figured  that  there  must  be  more 
coins  of  antique  date  in  circulation. 

Commencing  with  the  coins  of  more 
recent  issue,  I  at  first  collected  only 
dimes  and  nickels,  but  after  secur- 
ing every  available  date  of  these  in 
circulation,  I  turned  my  attention  to 
the  other  monetary  units  of  American 
production.  One  by  one  the  various 
pieces  found  their  way  into  my  col- 
lection until  the  ranks  of  the  smaller 
denominations  were  about  filled.  Now 
I  have  taken  up  bill  collecting,  but 
this  is  inclined  to  be  a  bit  expensive 
for  one  whose  official  capacity  is 
only  that  of  a  student. 

The  total  face  value  of  my  collec- 
j  tion  is  only  $85.80.  However  this  is 
not  bad  considering  the  fact  that  not 
a  single  coin  has  been  secured  from 
a  coin  company  and  that  their  nation- 
ality is  restricted  to  this  country 
alone.  There  are  a  few  very  old 
ones,  too,  which  are  worth  mention- 
ing; among-  these  an  1825  half  dollar, 
having  lettering  on  the  edge,  1832 
and  1850  ten  cent  pieces,  an  1870  sil- 
ver dollar  with  the  whole  figure  of 
liberty,  and  a  few  quarters  dating 
between  1850-1875.  The  "Monro? 
Half  Dollar  of  1923"  and  a  nickel 
dated  1883  with  the  usual  word 
"Cents"  missing  from  it,  are  both 
valuable  members  of  my  assortment. 

It  is  astonishing  to  find  so  many 
old  coins  in  circulation.  Many  of 
these  old  timers  are  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  some  of  the  more  recently 
minted  ones.  In  fact  an  old  coin  may 
be  used  again  and  again  before  its 
real  identity  is  discovered  and  it  is 
tucked  away  in  somebody's  collection. 

I  have  collected  both  stamps  and 
coins  and  have  deriver  great  pleas- 
ure, not  to  say  knowledge  from  the 
experience.  The  fact  that  a  coin  col- 
lection may  be  made  without  the  as- 
sistance of  a  dealer  makes  the  art 
of   collecting  the   more   interesting.
